melodic structure of the song, improvising from bar 99 


to bar, phrase to phrase, striving to never repeat 
anything even though the same chord structure is 
repeatedly engaged throughout the solo. On occa- 
sion, the artist will go outside the original chord 
progressions and play substitute chords, rhythm, 
patterns will change remarkably from “within a 
composition”. What is so amazing is it doesn’t mat- 
ter how fast the song might be played!! 


A song that comes to mind is: “Cherokee”. This 
song was considered (among others), a challenge!! 
Jazz artists eagerly embraced it. Johnny Griffin 
played it almost at the “speed of light”. This man 
made some saxophone players believe either he had 
more keys on his horn than they had on theirs, or 
he had more fingers! 


For the edification of those who are not musi- 
cally educated, I will explain that Jazz artists don’t 
think of a few notes to play at a time, rather, they 
think “whole phrases”. They have the ability to 
change a phrase halfway through it!! (Imagine a 
pitcher who could throw a pitch starting as a curve 
and midway to the plate, it turned into a fast-ball!! 
Wow!) This can be attributed to long hours of prac- 
tice and study. It would be truly inappropriate to 
not mention that, surtout. There exists: natural 
ability and sometimes, genius. 


I'm delighted jazz is alive and well and should I 
be asked: “How important do you feel jazz is to mu- 
sic en-generale?” My answer: “It is a sine qua non”!
